Memo  from  President  Orr: 

In  search  of  excellence  in  education 


Two  words  widely  used  in  American  higher  education 
today  are  quahty  and  excellence.  Each  one  of  the  more  than 
3,000  colleges  and  universities  located  in  our  50  states 
claims  to  offer  to  enrollees  a  high  quality  academic  pro- 
gram marked  by  excellence.  The  inquiring  parent  and 
prospective  student  are  forced  to  evaluate  privately  these 
competing  claims  in  search  of  excellence  before  committing 
to  enroll  and  invest  a  substantial  sum  of  money  in  higher 
education. 

Alexander  W.  Astin,  a  well-known,  respected  educa- 
tional researcher  and  author,  has  addressed  this  important 
issue  in  a  recent  provocative  book  he  entitles  Achieving 
Education  Excellence  (Jossey-Bass  Publishers,  San  Fran- 
cisco). He  notes  that  two  methods  of  determining  excel- 
lence, reputation  and  resources,  traditionally  have  been 
used.  In  this  approach,  the  colleges  or  universities  that  pos- 
sess the  most  prestigious  reputations  or  that  have  the  larg- 
est financial  and  physical  resources  are  often  presumed  to 
offer  the  best  educational  experiences  for  students  regard- 
less of  their  size,  attitude,  or  commitment. 

Astin  contends,  however,  that  a  far  better  measure  of 
educational  excellence  is  to  be  found  in  what  he  labels  the 
talent  development  approach.  This  approach  maintains 
that  the  most  important  measure  of  quality  is  to  be  found  in 
the  positive  changes  that  occur  in  a  student  during  a  four- 
year  experience  on  campus.  "Higher  education  is  in  the 
business  of  developing  multiple  talents,"  says  Austin.  He 
finds  from  his  research  (read,  for  example,  his  earlier  book 
Four  Critical  Years,  Jossey-Bass  Publishers,  San  Fran- 
cisco) that  the  most  important  key  to  a  student's  growth 
and  development  is  involvement. 

A  highly  involved  student  not  only  devotes  considerable 
energy  to  classes  and  studies,  but  also  interacts  frequently 
with  faculty  and  participates  actively  in  student  organiza- 
tions. The  excellent  college  is  one  that  by  its  size,  scale  and 
sense  of  community  encourages  easy  student  access  and 
involvement.  Furthermore,  it  personalizes  the  education  of 
students  through  learning  experiences  keyed  to  special 
interests.  Finally,  the  excellent  college  promotes  values  that 
nurture  a  deep  human  concern  for  friends  and  for  society. 


As  I  read  Astin's  book  I  am  impressed  by  the  way 
Presbyterian  College  has  long  emphasized  the  ideas  he  now 
commends  in  the  talent  development  approach  to  educa- 
tional excellence.  Our  cordial  academic  community  is  com- 
posed of  a  family  of  scholars  who  are  genuinely  concerned 
for  each  student.  They  are  readily  available  for  conversa- 
tions with  students  and  with  parents.  The  size  of  classes,  the 
scale  of  the  campus,  and  the  spirit  of  PC  promote  an  open, 
friendly,  inviting  atmosphere  that  encourages  student 
involvement  and  interaction.  Our  value  emphasis  on 
human  service,  as  typified  in  our  popular  Volunteer  Service 
program,  encourages  human  kindliness  and  Christian 
compassion.  Our  students  develop  social  and  leadership 
skills  by  their  extensive  participation  in  one  or  more  of  our 
many  college  organizations.  At  PC,  our  students  are  known 
by  their  first  names  and  not  by  their  numbers  imprinted  on 
a  plastic  card. 

As  we  begin  our  107th  academic  year,  we  who  are  privi- 
leged to  serve  Presbyterian  College  observe  firsthand  the 
growth  and  development  of  our  students  in  the  years  they 
are  with  us.  Because  we  see  the  many  developing  talents  of 
our  students,  you  can  understand  why  we  speak  so  enthusi- 
astically about  the  excellence  and  quality  of  this  college's 
program. 
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Restoring  an  old  friend 

Generations  of  students  recall  their  studies  in  Jacobs  Hall.  Now  work  begins 
on  the  $1.3  million  project  to  transform  this  historic  building  into  a  major 
academic  center  for  departments  of  business,  mathematics  and  military  science. 


When  Jacobs  Hall  was 
erected  in  1915  at  a 
total  cost  of  $35,000,  it 
served  as  a  combina- 
tion library  and  science  facility — with 
basketball  court  in  the  basement. 

Now,  71  years  later,  work  begins  on 
the  first  major  renovation  of  this  his- 
toric structure.  The  price  tag:  SI. 3 
million. 

Scheduled  for  completion  within  ten 
months,  the  restored  building  will  make 
its  debut  with  the  start  of  the  1987-88 
session  next  August.  Then  it  becomes  a 
primary  academic  center  housing  the 
departments  of  economics  &  business 
administration,  mathematics  and  mil- 
itary science. 

President  Orr  said  W.  E.  Baker  & 
Sons  of  Whitmire  has  the  contract  to 
hold  construction  costs  within  SI  mil- 
lion. By  the  time  equipment,  landscap- 
ing and  architect  fees  are  added,  the 
total  will  approach  the  $1.3  million 
mark. 

Dr.  Orr  pointed  out  the  Baker  organ- 
ization worked  impressively  during 
1984-85  in  converting  old  Leroy  Springs 
Gymnasium  into  the  comprehensive 
Springs  Campus  Center  that  has  drawn 
wide  praise  for  its  quality  and  versatil- 
ity. The  company  also  built  Bailey  Hall 
dormitory  in  1955. 

Raising  funds  for  the  Jacobs  project 
has  been  a  priority  item  of  the  Orr 
administration.  As  remodehng  work 
begins  this  month,  these  funds  total 
$1,106,389  in  gifts  and  pledges  (with 
$542,189  of  the  amount  already  re- 
ceived). Less  than  $200,000  remains  to 
reach  the  SI. 3  million  goal. 

Inspecting  architects  diagnose  the

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Basement  Level  Plan 


ready  candidate  for  the  restoration  now 
underway.  It's  expensive,  but  the  cost 
will  run  considerably  under  the  expense 
of  a  comparable  new  building. 

Jacobs  Hall  bears  the  name  of  Pres- 
byterian College  founder  William  Plu- 
mer  Jacobs.  Because  it  is  one  of  the 
landmark  buildings  listed  in  the 
National  Register  of  Historic  Places, 
special  care  will  be  taken  to  preserve 
the  exterior  with  its  colossal  Ionic  por- 
tico, paired  columns  and  distinctive 
arched  windows. 

The  building  was  erected  as  part  of 
the  master  campus  plan  introduced 
during  the  progressive  administration 
of  President  Davison  M.  Douglas.  Built 
to  accommodate  more  than  PC's  150 
students  of  that  day,  it  has  served  sub- 
sequent generations  well  in  varied  ways. 

The  first  combination  had  science 
facilities  on  the  second  floor,  the  library 
on  the  first  floor  and  the  basement  area 
given  over  to  a  gymnasium-basketball 
court.  Then,  as  new  structures  were 
added  to  the  campus  plant,  basketball 
and  recreation  moved  out  of  the  base- 
ment in  1924,  book  collections  departed 
in  1942  and  the  science  departments  left 
for  new  quarters  in  1966.  Meanwhile, 
ROTC  had  moved  its  headquarters 
there. 
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Jacobs  continued  through  this  spring 
to  serve  the  military  science  department 
as  well  as  the  art  and  drama  (with  its 
Blacjc  Magic  Theater).  Temporary 
arrangements  now  have  placed  the  mil- 
itary in  the  back-lobby  area  and  base- 
ment of  Georgia  Hall  and  the  art/ drama 
in  Douglas  House. 

When  the  extensive  interior  remodel- 
ing work  has  been  completed  in  Jacobs 
Hall,  the  military  will  bring  its  ROTC 
program  back  into  the  building.  It  will 
occupy  all  of  an  expanded  basement 
level  floor.  Plans  call  for  a  separate  new 
building  for  art  and  drama  as  soon  as 
funds  are  available. 

The  popular  economics  and  business 
administration  department  will  move 
out  of  crowded  Neville  Hall  to  occupy 
much  of  the  first  and  second  floors  of 
Jacobs.  And  the  mathematics  depart- 
ment also  will  gain  badly  needed  class- 
room and  office  space  by  its  move  from 
Richardson  Science  Hall. 

These  moves,  in  turn,  will  provide 
other  academic  departments  with  ade- 
quate space  in  Richardson  and  in 
Neville,  which  is  next  for  renovation. 

Because  of  increasing  response  of 
students  and  the  business  world  to  the 
PC  business  major,  the  need  to  create  a 
center  for  this  department  became 


apparent.  Most  of  the  funds  to  reno- 
vate Jacobs  have  come  from  corpora- 
tions and  foundations  interested  in 
strengthening  further  the  work  being 
done  here.

A  Cannon  Foundation  grant  to  name 
the  Charles  A.  Cannon  Business  Library 
in  memory  of  this  late  chief  executive  of 
Cannon  Mills  Co. 

The  Bailey  Foundation  gift  of  the 
Florence  Jacobs  Bailey  Computer 
Laboratory  memorializing  the  PC 
founder's  daughter  who  also  was  the 
wife  of  late  textile  industrialist  William 
J.  Bailey. 

Classrooms  given  by  Multimedia 
chairman  Wilson  Wearn  and  Mrs. 
Wearn,  by  former  textile  executive 
John  I.  Smith,  and  the  ones  now 
announced  for  the  first  time  (page  5).

Classroom  named  for  Fraser  leaders 

The  Fraser  ROTC  Classroom  is  underwritten  by  a  $100,000 
gift  from  alumnus  Charles  E.  Fraser  '50 — Hilton  Head 
Island  business  leader  and  former  president  of  Sea  Pines 
Plantation — to  honor  his  late  father,  Joseph  B.  Fraser,  and 
cousin  Powell  A.  Fraser  '41. 

Versatile  leadership  marked  the  career  of  Joseph  B. 
Fraser.  From  his  Hinesville,  Ga.,  base,  he  became  promi- 
nent in  the  lumber  industry.  He  served  with  distinction  in 
World  War  H,  rising  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  general.  His 
religious  convictions  found  expression  in  broad  lay  service 
to  the  Presbyterian  Church;  and  his  enthusiasm  for  higher 
education,  in  26  years  (1936-62)  on  the  PC  board  of 
trustees — three  years  as  chairman. 

Powell  Fraser  also  has  achieved  prominently  in  several 
directions  since  his  1941  graduation.  A  decorated  infantry 
officer  of  World  War  H,  he  spent  23  years  in  the  Army 
before  retiring  as  a  colonel  to  become  development  director 
here  and  then  president  of  King  College  for  eight  years. 
(Four  Army  years  were  spent  on  assignment  as  ROTC 
commandant  at  PC.)  At  every  stage,  he  has  continued  to 
serve  the  church  as  a  recognized  lay  leader. 

Because  of  the  value  both  men  have  placed  on  military 
preparedness  and  Christian  education,  the  naming  of  the 
ROTC  facihty  in  their  honor  becomes  a  fitting  tribute. 


Firms  honor  Bennett  Brown,  Pete  Sloan 

Two  of  the  South's  leading  business  firms  are  underwriting 
classrooms  in  Jacobs  Hall  in  tribute  to  PC  alumni-trustees 
who  head  these  organizations. 

The  Citizens  &  Southern  National  Bank  subscribes 
$150,000  to  the  Jacobs  renovation  fund  to  name  a  class- 
room for  Bennett  A.  Brown  '50  of  Atlanta,  board  chairman 
and  chief  executive  officer. 

And  Lance,  Inc.,  of  Charlotte  provides  a  $100,000  gift 
to  bestow  similar  honor  upon  its  board  chairman  and  presi- 
dent, Albert  F.  (Pete)  Sloan  '55. 

With  these  grants  to  help  create  a  Presbyterian  College 
business  center,  C  &  S  and  Lance  salute  the  quality  of  lead- 
ership provided  by  Brown  and  Sloan.

Our  103rd  Commencement  came  off  in  good  style. 

Family  and  friends  filled  Templeton  Center  on  May  1 1  to  join  their  188  graduating 
sons  and  daughters  in  the  exercises  that  featured  an  address  by  R.  Douglas  Kiker, 
NBC  News  veteran  and  1952  PC  graduate.  Earlier  in  the  day,  they  shared  the 
thoughtful  baccalaureate  sermon  by  John  M.  Miller,  senior  minister  of  the  Hilton 
Head  Island  Presbyterian  Church.  And  they  closed  the  occasion  with  a  lakeside 
reception  for  the  newly  designated  holders  of  BA  and  BS  degrees.  Janice  Barnette 
Davis,  education  major  from  Laurens,  was  top-honor  graduate. 

"A  century  from  now  history  may  show  that  we  are  caught  in  time — between 
eras — in  the  mid-1980's,"  Kiker  said  in  his  address. 

"We  are  shifting  from  an  industrial  society  to  an  informational  society.  Certainly, 
we  are  living  in  an  age  of  such  rapid  change  that  our  ability  to  collect  and  disseminate 
human  knowledge  is  expanding  so  rapidly  that  nobody  can  keep  up  with  it . . .  Be- 
cause of  our  capacity  to  share  information  instantaneously,  we  may  be  well  along  in 
the  process  of  becoming  an  integrated,  interdependent  world  economy,  like  it  or  not. 
Our  national  challenge  becomes  one  of  surviving  and  competing  in  this  world."

$500,000  gift  memorializes  Bealy  Smith  with  biology  chair 


The  new  Pulaski  L.  Bealy  Smith  Memorial  Chair  of 
Biology  perpetuates  the  memory  of  this  Atlanta  busi- 
ness leader  who  served  for  12  years  on  the  PC  board  of 
trustees. 

"We  are  grateful  to  Bealy's  wife,  Mrs.  Betty  Lou  Smith, 
and  other  family  members  for  their  generous  $500,000 
endowment  gift  to  assist  the  vital  work  here,"  President  Orr 
said  after  her  announcement  at  the  William  Plumer  Jacobs 
Society  dinner. 

He  pointed  out  that  P.  L.  Bealy  Smith  was  a  nationally 
recognized  life  insurance  leader  who  headed  the  Connecti- 
cut Mutual  agency  in  Atlanta  for  many  years. 

"Bealy  Smith's  life  was  marked  by  success,"  Dr.  Orr 


added.  "In  addition  to  receiving  his  company's  highest 
honors  and  serving  as  president  of  the  Atlanta  Chartered 
Life  Underwriters  Chapter,  he  accomplished  numerous 
worthy  objectives  for  his  Peachtree  Presbyterian  Church, 
for  many  Atlanta  charities  and  for  Presbyterian  College. 
His  trustee  tenure  here  ranged  from  1971  to  1983." 

Bealy  and  Betty  Lou  Smith  both  formed  especially 
strong  relationships  with  faculty  members  and  students 
during  his  years  as  a  PC  trustee.  They  made  presentations 
here  on  shells  and  sea  life  based  on  their  years  of  collecting 
and  studying  the  ocean  and  its  products.  This  interest  and 
association  resulted  in  the  selection  of  the  biology  depart- 
ment for  the  memorial  chair. 


Cassels  endow  chaplain's  program  for  religious  leadership 


A $500,000  gift  by  a  Columbia,  S.  C,  couple  establishes 
the  Rosalie  Outlaw  and  William  Tobin  Cassels 
Chair  of  Chaplaincy  to  provide  for  religious  leadership  for 
the  entire  college. 

This  endowment  fund  is  named  to  honor  the  lives  of 
Christian  service  and  generosity  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cassels. 

"Mrs.  Rosalie  Outlaw  Cassels  has  faithfully  served  the 
Presbyterian  Church  through  her  active  involvement  at  the 
presbytery,  synod  and  General  Assembly  level  in  youth  and 
women's  work  and  as  a  Bible  teacher,"  President  Orr  said. 
"For  many  years  she  was  a  leader  in  the  annual  summer 
youth  conference  held  on  the  PC  campus.  Mr.  William 
Tobin  Cassels,  founder  and  board  chairman  of  the  South- 


eastern Freight  Lines,  is  known  as  a  man  of  outstanding 
business  acumen  and  Christian  spirit.  We  appreciate  their 
commitment  and  dedication  to  Presbyterian  College  as  well 
as  to  the  church." 

The  Cassels  Chair  of  Chaplaincy  underwrites  the  posi- 
tion of  chaplain  as  a  central  leader  in  campus  religious  life. 
Activities  include  the  conduct  of  regular  worship  services, 
the  supervision  of  the  Student  Volunteer  Service  program, 
the  coordination  of  student  fellowship  groups,  the  direction 
of  the  annual  winter  conference  and  other  programs. 

The  present  PC  chaplain  is  the  Rev.  Gregory  E.  Henley, 
an  ordained  Presbyterian  minister  who  received  his  theo- 
logical training  at  Princeton  Seminary. 


PC  claims  $200,000  anonymous  challenge  in  record  time 


Within  a  few  months  after  receiving  the  $200,000 
challenge  pledge,  Presbyterian  College  now  claims 
this  latest  gift  from  an  anonymous  foundation  that  prefers 
to  remain  anonymous. 

The  $200,000  goes  into  the  Southeastern  Scholarship 
Endowment  Fund  established  at  PC  by  the  foundation  with 
a  $500,000  grant  two  years  ago.  This  fund,  now  expanded 
to  $700,000,  is  designed  to  assist  well-qualified  Christian 
students  from  six  states  of  this  region. 

A  consistent  benefactor  of  the  college  over  the  past  20 
years,  this  foundation  has  now  awarded  Presbyterian  a 
total  $1,250,000  since  its  initial  grant  in  1965.  The  founda- 
tion, which  insists  on  anonymity,  has  made  each  gift 
dependent  upon  larger  amounts  being  raised  from  other 
sources. 

"By  issuing  these  challenges,  our  foundation  friend  has 


stimulated  PC  to  go  out  and  raise  additional  funds  that 
have  broadened  support  and  strengthened  the  program 
here  even  further,"  President  Orr  said. 

Presbyterian  received  the  latest  $200,000  challenge  offer 
early  last  spring.  This  challenge  had  the  provision  that  the 
college  must  raise  an  additional  $800,000  for  endowed 
scholarships  in  order  to  qualify  for  the  grant. 

"Commitments  for  the  necessary  $800,000  were  com- 
pleted a  few  weeks  ago,  and  the  foundation  already  has 
responded  with  its  check  for  $200,000,"  President  Orr  said. 
"It  is  the  fastest  we  have  ever  been  able  to  meet  the  founda- 
tion challenge,  and  we  are  most  grateful  to  the  supporting 
friends  as  well  as  to  the  foundation." 

The  PC  endowment,  a  top  priority  of  the  Orr  adminis- 
tration, now  has  a  market  value  of  $17  million.  It  ranks 
second  among  the  private  colleges  of  South  Carolina.

PC  professors  engage  in  wide  variety  of  summer  study 


New  faculty  members  include 
biology  and  math  additions 


Faculty  members  engaged  in  a  variety  of 
study  programs  during  the  summer  months. 

Dr.  James  D.  Stidham  was  selected  by 
the  Medical  University  of  South  Carolina  to 
participate  in  its  Summer  Faculty  Research 
program.  The  biology  professor  received  a 
$5,500  stipend  for  his  ten  weeks  of  research 
in  the  department  of  physiology  there. 

And  these  professors  were  awarded  PC 
summer  grants  for  their  activities: 

Music  instructor  Nancy  J.  Ellis  studied  at 
the  University  of  Southern  California  to 
complete  work  on  a  doctoral  degree  in 
piano  recital. 

Dr.  Charles  T.  Gaines,  professor  of  music, 
attended  a  European  seminar  of  the  Yale 
Institute  of  Sacred  Music  to  gain  back- 
ground and  material  for  the  PC  Choir's 
1986-87  season. 

The  survey  and  culture  of  threatened 
mussel  species  in  some  rivers  of  the  Caro- 
linas  drew  the  attention  of  Dr.  Robert  G. 
Hudson,  associate  professor  of  biology. 

Dr.  Randolph  B.  Huff,  professor  of 
chemistry,  traveled  to  Montana  State  Uni- 
versity for  the  Ninth  Biennial  Conference 
on  Chemical  Education.  Sponsored  by  the 
American  Chemical  Society,  this  program 
featured  lecture  experiments  by  leaders  in 
the  field. 

A  visit  to  the  Gulf  Coast  Research 
Laboratory   facilities   helps   Dr.    Fred    C. 


James,  professor  of  biology,  in  his  prepara- 
tion of  a  student  field  course  to  be  con- 
ducted there. 

English  instructor  Deborah  L.  Kirliman 
worked  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina 
at  Chapel  Hill  to  complete  work  on  her  doc- 
toral dissertation  on  Virginia  Woolf. 

The  English  department  chairman.  Dr. 
Neal  B.  Prater,  spent  three  weeks  of  study  in 
England  at  Worcester  College  of  Oxford 
University.  He  was  accepted  into  the  Oxford- 
Berkeley  Program's  course  on  "Shakespeare's 
Comedy." 

Jane  T.  Presseau,  associate  professor  of 
library  sciences,  visited  the  Emory  Univer- 
sity Graduate  School  of  Library  and  Infor- 
mation Management  and  the  University  of 
South  Carolina  to  canvass  the  literature  on 
bibliographic  instruction  and  modifications 
appropriate  to  the  PC  program. 

For  his  study  at  the  University  of  London, 
Dr.  Dale  0.  Rains,  associate  professor  of 
drama  and  speech,  enrolled  in  the  course 
entitled  "English  Theater,  Literature  and 
Culture  of  the  Twentieth  Century." 

Dr.  C.  David  Turpin,  associate  professor 
of  Spanish  and  Portuguese,  inquired  into 
new  methods  in  language  instruction  at  an 
institute  known  as  the  Duke  University 
Computer  Assisted  Language  Learning  and 
Instruction  Consortium. 


Fred  James  named  first  occupant 
of  the  Bealy  Smith  biology  chair 


A  professor  who  actively  promotes  off- 
campus  study  in  tropical  ecology  becomes 
the  first  occupant  of  the  Pulaski  L.  Bealy 
Smith  Memorial  Chair  of  Biology. 

He  is  Dr.  Fred  C.  James,  designated  for 
this  distinguished  professorship  last  May 
with  the  announcement  of  the  chair's  estab- 
lishment honoring  the  late  Atlanta  business 
leader  (see  page  9).  The  selection  was  con- 
sidered especially  appropriate  because  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Smith's  keen  interest  in  shells 
and  other  ocean  products. 

James  came  to  PC  in  1971  as  an  associate 
professor  after  two  years  on  the  Westmar 
College  faculty.  He  earned  his  PhD  degree

from  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at 
Chapel  Hill,  where  he  also  taught  while 
completing  graduate  work  in  botany  there. 

A  popular  classroom  teacher,  he  received 
the  dedication  of  the  1982  PaC  SaC  student 
yearbook  and  that  same  year  was  chosen  for 
the  Alumni  Distinguished  Teaching  Award. 
His  promotion  to  the  rank  of  full  professor 
came  in  1979. 

In  addition  to  classroom  and  laboratory 
work.  Dr.  James  has  led  numerous  student 
groups  in  the  study  of  tropical  biology  in 
such  diverse  habitats  as  the  Virgin  Islands, 
Puerto  Rico  and  the  Galapagos  Islands. 


Additions  in  the  biology  and  mathematics 
departments  and  a  replacement  in  art  join 
the  PC  faculty  with  the  start  of  the  1986-87 
session. 

Also  newly  appointed  are  two  Army  cap- 
tains for  the  military  science  contingent  on 
campus  and  this  year's  missionary-in-resi- 
dence. 

Mrs.  Dawn  Adams  comes  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  California  at  Berkeley  to  teach 
biology  here  as  an  instructor.  She  expects  to 
receive  her  PhD  degree  from  California  in 
December  after  having  earned  the  BS  and 
MA  degrees  earlier  at  the  University  of 
Kansas. 

The  new  mathematics  instructor  is  Craig 
Turner,  who  has  just  received  his  MS  degree 
from  Clemson  University.  He  holds  a 
bachelor  of  science  from  Alma  College  in 
Michigan. 

And  arriving  as  an  assistant  professor  of 
art,  Mark  Anderson  brings  with  him  two 
years  of  teaching  experience  at  New  York 
colleges.  His  duties  at  Houghton  College 
included  teaching  all  levels  of  drawing, 
painting,  design  and  art  history,  and  he  also 
was  a  part-time  instructor  at  Jamestown 
Community  College.  He  holds  the  BS  degree 
from  Asbury  College  and  masters  from  the 
University  of  Tennessee  at  Knoxville. 

Meanwhile,  the  Army  has  announced  its 
appointment  of  these  two  officers  to  the 
ROTC  staff  as  assistant  professors  of  mil- 
itary science:  Capt.  Joyce  L.  VValmer  (BS, 
East  Stroudsburg  University;  MS,  Univer- 
sity of  California)  and  Capt.  Claude  R. 
Vaughn  (BS,  University  of  South  Carolina). 

The  new  missionary-in-residence  is  the 
Rev.  Agnes  L.  Brady.  Since  1984,  she  has 
served  as  teacher-pastor  at  the  Chipembi 
Farm  School  of  the  United  Church  of  Zam- 
bia, Africa,  and  before  that  as  minister  of 
three  Virginia  churches.  She  received  her 
MDiv  degree  from  Pittsburg  Theological 
Seminary  after  earning  a  BS  at  Penn  State.

Dr.  J.  William  Moncrief  began  on  July  1  his  new  duties  as 
vice  president  for  academic  affairs  and  dean  of  the  faculty. 

What  will  his  presence  in  this  important  administrative 
position  mean  to  Presbyterian  College?  Some  insights  may 
be  gained  from  appraisals  of  his  previous  work  as  dean  and 
the  chief  executive  officer  at  Oxford  College  of  Emory 
University. 

"Bill  Moncrief  leaves  behind  a  legacy  at  Oxford  he  can 
be  proud  of,"  said  John  M.  Palms,  Emory  academic  vice 
president.  "He  has  served  as  a  catalyst  for  developing  a 
scholarly  community  that  is  what  a  liberal  arts  college 
should  be  in  the  true  sense." 

A  writeup  in  the  Emory  Magazine  also  said  in  part: 

"During  his  ten-year  tenure  at  Oxford,  Moncrief  has 
overseen  significant  changes  in  the  school's  physical 
plant . . .  has  directed  fund-raising  campaigns  to  create 
endowments  for  scholarships,  faculty  development  and  a 
full-time  chaplaincy . . .  Moncrief  also  has  helped  develop 
programs  that  incorporate  his  belief  that  undergraduate 
education  should  be  multidisciplinary.  For  example,  each 
semester  students  enrolled  in  the  Oxford  Studies  program

explore  a  central  theme  through  a  series  of  lectures,  read- 
ings, performances  and  films." 

Now  that  the  move  has  been  made.  Dr.  Bill  Moncrief 
seems  to  be  off  to  a  good  start  in  the  Presbyterian  College 
environment.  He  responds  with  these  words  to  our  maga- 
zine request: 

In  the  short  time  I  have  been  officially  on  the  job  at  PC, 
the  question  most  often  asked  has  been,  "How  are  things 
going?"  The  people  at  PC  all  care  a  great  deal  about  this 
place  and  are  genuinely  concerned  about  each  other.  It  is 
only  natural  for  them  to  be  interested  in  the  new  person  on 
campus  and  to  wonder  how  he  is  liking  his  new  job  and 
whether  he  is  finding  things  different  from  what  he 
expected. 

As  I  have  gotten  better  acquainted  with  my  administra- 
tive and  faculty  colleagues,  read  through  old  files  and  exam- 
ined the  nuts  and  bolts  of  academic  life  at  PC,  there  have 
been  few  real  surprises.  This  is  a  healthy,  vital  institution. 
The  quality  of  the  faculty  and  our  academic  programs  are 
clear  examples  of  this  vitality. 

There  are,  of  course,  matters  which  need  attention;  there 
is  work  to  be  done.  However,  this  is  exactly  what  should  be 
expected  at  an  institution  with  a  tradition  of  excellence  and 
a  continuing  commitment  to  quality  education.  We  must 
continue  to  examine  all  our  programs,  strengthening  or 
redirecting  old  ones  and  developing  appropriate  new 
approaches. 

It  was  PC's  strength  and  the  challenge  and  opportunity 
of  continued  development  which  brought  me  here.  1  do  not 
think  I  shall  be  disappointed. 

How  are  things  going?  About  as  I  expected,  and  that  is 
very  well  indeed. 


S.  C.  Business  Week: 

Introducing  high  school  students  to  private  enterprise 


Topflight  high  school  students  get  intro- 
duced to  private  enterprise  and  the 
economy  at  South  Carolina  Business  Week 
on  the  Presbyterian  College  campus. 

Some  230  rising  juniors  and  seniors 
attended  the  July  20-26  program,  the  third 
annual  session  underwritten  by  the  state 
business  community  and  sponsored  by  lead- 
ing professional  organizations. 

"The  1986  session  was  the  best  yet," 
according  to  S.  C.  Chamber  of  Commerce 
officials  who  have  conducted  the  program 
since  it  was  established  here  in  1984,  They 
especially  praised  PC  cooperation  in  per- 
sonnel and  in  making  available  (for  a  fee) 
dormitory,  dining  and  classroom  facilities. 
Founder  Jay  Rickman  of  Columbia  con- 
tinues to  serve  as  Business  Week  coor- 
dinator. 

Giving  overall  guidance  is  the  Business 
Week  board  of  directors,  which  reads  like  a 
Who's  Who  of  state  business  leaders.  For 
example,  Mat  Self,  president  of  Greenwood 
Mills,    serves    as    current    chairman,    and 


Charles  Coker,  Jr.,  president  of  Sonoco 
Products,  is  honorary  chairman. 

The  state's  business  community  raised 
approximately  $65,000  this  year  to  send  the 
230  selected  students  and  20  high  school 
teachers  to  Business  Week.  It  is  a  program 
that  draws  increasing  support  in  helping  to 
fill,  as  Chairman  Self  describes,  "a  need  that 
has  long  gone  unnoticed  in  our  state:  the 
economic  education  of  our  young  people." 

During  the  full  Business  Week  program, 
students  hear  daily  from  speakers  that  are 
leaders  in  business,  government  and  educa- 
tion. Business  executives  on  loan  from  their 
various  companies  guide  the  students 
throughout  the  week  as  they  form  computer- 
simulated  companies  of  about  seven  indi- 
viduals each,  and  these  companies  compete 
against  each  other  to  produce  and  market  a 
product. 

This  year  for  the  first  time,  the  program 
opened  its  doors  to  high  school  business, 
social  studies  and  economics  teachers  and 
made  provision  for  them  to  receive  credit 


for  recertification.  In  addition  to  participat- 
ing in  student  sessions,  they  attended  classes 
taught  by  the  PC  business  facuUy. 

Other  sponsoring  organizations  besides 
the  State  Chamber  of  Commerce  are  the 
S.  C.  Council  on  Economic  Education,  the 
S.  C.  Bankers  Association,  the  S.  C.  Depart- 
ment of  Education,  the  S.  C.  Association  of 
School  Superintendents  and  the  S.  C.  Asso- 
ciation of  School  Administrators. 

Students  present  two  papers 
at  state  sociology  symposium 

Two  Presbyterian  College  students  presented 
papers  at  the  Carolina  Undergraduate  Social 
Science  Symposium  last  spring. 

Susan  G.  Petrakis,  a  PC  rising  senior 
from  Tampa,  Fla.,  spoke  on  "The  American 
Family:  Divorce  and  Mobility."  Her  presen- 
tation was  made  before  the  session  on  Soci- 
ology of  Sex  Roles. 

In  the  symposium's  session  on  Sociology 
of  Education,  graduating  senior  Walk  C. 
Jones  IV  delivered  his  paper  on  the  subject 
of  "Ideology  and  Issue  Voting  at  Presbyte- 
rian College."  He  received  his  BS  degree  at 
the  May  1 1  Commencement  exercises.

Nolon  Carter: 

He  detects  error  in  chemistry  textbooks 


Some  leading  chemistry  textbooks  should 
correct  one  of  their  fundamental  nomencla- 
ture concepts  as  the  result  of  an  article  by 
Dr.  K.  Nolon  Carter,  chemistry  department 
chairman  at  PC. 

That's  the  hope  of  the  editor  of  the  Jour- 
nal  of  Chemical  Education,  who  published 
the  article  in  his  July  issue. 

The  Carter  piece,  entitled  "L-Cysteine: 
The  (R)-Amino  Acid  from  Protein,"  points 
out  that  "several  prominent  current  texts 
incorrectly  state  that  all  of  the  L-amino 
acids  are  S.  The  desire  of  organic  chemists 
to  use  the  clear-cut  sequence  rule  system  of 
nomenclature  exclusively  and  thereby  avoid 
some  of  the  problems  inherent  in  the  older 
D/L  designations  is  understandable;  how- 
ever, the  incorrect  use  in  the  case  of  cysteine 
is  not  excusable,  as  it  involves  a  very  simple 
application  of  the  rule  and  is  actually  used 


as  a  detailed  example  in  the  widely  distrib- 
uted paper  by  Cahn." 

He  points  out  further  that  "a  correct 
textbook  treatment  of  this  topic  would 
make  it  clear  to  the  student  that  biochemists 
continue  to  use  the  D/L  system  for  carbo- 
hydrates and  amino  acids  because  they  are 
interested  in  relationships  of  configurations 
in  groups  of  compounds,  even  though  the 
R/S  system  is  clearly  superior  as  a  nomen- 
clature system." 

Dr.  Carter  has  published  six  previous 
articles  in  the  Journal  of  Chemical  Educa- 
tion as  well  as  many  research  papers  in  the 
Journal  of  Organic  Chemistry,  Journal  of 
the  American  Chemical  Society  and  the 
Journal  of  Solution  Chemistry.  He  also  has 
presented  numerous  papers  before  profes- 
sional societies. 


President  Orr  spends  summer 
in  Harvard  management  study 

President  Kenneth  B.  Orr  spent  five  weeks 
this  summer  in  study  at  Harvard  Univer- 
sity's Institute  for  Educational  Management. 

He  was  selected  as  one  of  95  participants 
in  this  17th  annual  session  for  educational 
leaders  from  across  the  United  States  and 
several  foreign  countries.  Official  trustee 
action  last  spring  endorsed  his  attendance. 

Through  a  rigorous  curriculum — much  of 
it  based  on  case  discussions — the  Institute 
seeks  to  analyze  and  explore  issues  and 
trends  in  the  management  of  higher  educa- 
tion. The  1986  session  moved  at  a  six-days- 
a-week  pace  from  July  6  to  August  2. 

The  program  director  said  participants 
represented  "a  diverse  group  of  senior  level 
administrators  who  share  both  a  concern 
for  improving  the  quality  of  education  and 
a  commitment  to  their  own  professional 
development." 


With  major  symposium  planned . . . 

Communications  leaders  to  launch  media  literacy  program 


Edwin  Newman  and  other  noted  media  leaders  will  appear 
in  November  for  the  first  annual  Arnold  Symposium.  It 
launches,  in  spectacular  fashion,  the  endowed  Russell 
Project  in  media  literacy  to  help  students  cope  with  the 
challenge  of  modern  communications. 

"Ethics  in  the  Media"  is  the  theme  of  the  1986  sympo- 
sium, scheduled  for  Novermber  17-19.  The  developing 
plans  call  for  a  full  schedule  to  include  eight  talks  and  panel 
discussions  over  the  three-day  period. 

Newman  will  speak  on  "Looking  at  the  Ethics  of  News 
Reporting"  from  his  background  of  almost  35  years  with 
NBC  News.  He  also  is  an  author  and  columnist. 

Project  director  James  L.  Skinner  said  other  sympo- 


sium participants  include:  Edwin  Yoder  of  Newsweek;  Jo 
Franklin-Trout  of  the  MacNeil-Lehrer  Report;  Jim  Wall, 
editor  of  Christian  Century;  film  historian  David  Cook; 
Benjamin  Dunlap  of  the  Public  Broadcasting  System;  car- 
toonist Doug  Marlette  of  the  Charlotte  Observer;  and 
alumnus  Wally  Bowen,  public  information  director  at  the 
University  of  North  Carolina  at  Asheville. 

The  Russell  Project  is  underwritten  at  Presbyterian  by  a 
$500,000  grant  from  the  Russell  Trust  of  Atlanta.  The 
Arnold  Symposium  bears  the  name  of  its  director-trustee 
Ernest  J.  Arnold,  a  1936  PC  graduate.  Project  plans  also 
include  writing  competitions,  student  internships,  inter- 
disciplinary classroom  work  and  other  activities.

Polls  of  both  the  coaches  and  the  media 
pick  the  Blue  Hose  to  finish  behind  peren- 
nially strong  Elon  in  this  league  that  many 
sportsmen  consider  the  toughest  in  all 
NAIA-dom. 

Actually,  Presbyterian  has  more  starters 
returning  (15)  than  any  other  team.  But  the 
loss  of  All-America  Lawrence  Jackson  and 
Marty  Mackie  in  the  defensive  line  and 
veteran  quarterback  Ted  Stephens  leave 
some  big  shoes  to  fill. 

Elliott  Poss,  beginning  his  second  year  as 
head  coach,  will  start  senior  Scotty  Mozingo 
at  quarterback  and  could  use  promising 
freshman  Bobby  Bentley  in  the  backup  slot. 

"Getting  good  play  from  your  quarter- 
back is  always  a  must,"  Poss  said.  "I'm 
looking  for  good  things  from  Mozingo. 
He's  been  Ted  Stephen's  backup  for  two

years,  and  we  think  he's  ready  to  step  in  and 
do  the  job  for  us." 

Beyond  this  position,  the  strike  force 
appears  formidable  with  its  talented  array 
of  experienced  personnel. 

Tailback  is  shared  by  Stevie  Riggins,  con- 
ference "freshman  of  the  year"  in  1985,  who 
rushed  for  926  yards  with  a  5.3-per-rush 
average;  and  senior  Jimmy  Lindsey,  who 
averaged  5.6  on  478  total  yards.  Two-year 
lettermen  Evander  Gerald  and  Telford 
Holmes  handled  the  fullback  chores.  And 
the  covey  of  receivers  features  Del  Barks- 
dale  and  John  Clark  alternating  at  flanker, 
Tim  Pitts  and  Glenn  Jackson  sharing  tight 
end  and  Eddie  Rogers  at  split-end. 

Can  the  offensive  line  measure  up? 

Well,  Charlie  Patterson  returns  for  his 
fourth  year  as  a  starter  at  center,  and  guard 
Harry  Palmer  made  the  All-SAC-8  second 
team  as  a  sophomore  in  '85.  The  other  three 
positions,  however,  will  field  newcomers. 
Dean  Garrett  appears  set  at  the  other  guard, 
while  competing  for  the  offensive  tackle 
positions  are  Mike  Bolchoz,  Doug  Hinson, 
Chris  Thompson,  Brian  Thomas  and  Todd 
Stanley. 

And  what  of  the  Blue  Hose  defense  after 
leading  the  conference  last  year? 

The  answer  resides  in  the  interior  line, 
where  only  one  starter  returns.  He  is  Jeff 
Bennett,  254-pound  senior  tackle  with  strong 


ability.  Elsewhere  in  the  TNT  group  (tackle, 
nose  guard,  tackle),  the  most  promising 
candidates  are  Andy  Smyth,  Brad  Moser, 
Wade  Cooke  and  Greg  Kinsey. 

The  question  marks  turn  into  exclama- 
tion points  when  linebackers  and  the  defen- 
sive secondary  are  considered.  Rodney 
Berry,  Elliott  Walker  and  Sam  Pinckney  at 
inside  linebacker  and  Bobby  Jones  and 
Harold  Anderson  on  the  outside  all  return 
from  the  stellar  times  of  '85.  Veterans  also 
return  to  the  secondary,  where  All-SAC-8 
Kelvin  Calwile  mans  the  free  safety  spot  and 
Stacy  Drakeford  the  strong  safety,  and  the 
corners  have  a  rotation  of  Kevin  Wade, 
Tommy  Quinn  and  Tommie  Netting. 

When  action  reverts  to  the  kicking  game, 
Jeff  Alligood  is  the  punter  while  Chris 
Wingo  handles  the  placement  assignments — 
both  untested  in  varsity  play. 

The  staff  of  coaching  assistants  returns 
intact:  veteran  Bob  Strock  handling  the  de- 
fensive backs,  Bruce  Hill  76  the  defensive 
line  and  linebackers,  Mike  Lindley  the  de- 
fensive interior  line,  Gary  Nelson  the  offen- 
sive line,  and  Bill  Shaver  '83  the  offensive 
backs  and  receivers. 

It's  another  tough  schedule  ahead,  espe- 
cially with  the  addition  of  Furman.  But  the 
Blue  Hose  have  every  intention  of  topping 
last  year's  7-3-1  record  and  18th  national 
NAIA  ranking.

Voices  of  these  two  alumni  bring  exciting  Blue  Hose  sports  action 
over  the  PC  Football  Network  operated  by  Radio  Station  WPCC 
of  Clinton.

Summer  brings  a  refurbishing  of  Bailey 
Memorial  Stadium  facilities,  thanks  to 
a  substantial  gift  from  the  Bailey  Founda- 
tion of  Clinton. 

The  funds  provide  for  an  all-weather 
track,  the  installation  of  an  automatic  irri- 
gation system  for  the  athletic  field  and  the 
renovation  of  stadium  seating. 

"These  facilities  represent  an  extension  of 
the  Campus  Center  complex,  being  adjacent 
to  the  Springs  Center  with  its  many  provi- 
sions for  extracurricular  activities,"  Presi- 
dent Orr  said.  "Improvements  resulting 
from  this  latest  grant  of  the  Bailey  Founda- 
tion greatly  enhance  our  sports  resources. 
They  benefit  alumni  and  friends  as  well  as 
students." 

The  present  cinder  track  within  the  sta- 
dium area  is  being  resurfaced  into  an  all- 
weather  runway  for  intercollegiate  track 
and  field  meets.  It  will  accommodate  intra- 
mural play  and  individual  exercisers  as  well. 
For  the  athletic  field  within  the  track  oval, 
an  underground  watering  system,  already 
installed,  means  a  better  playing  turf  for 
football  and  other  sports  competing  there. 
And  the  stadium  renovation  is  designed  to 
improve  the  seating  comfort  of  spectators. 

Bailey  Stadium  shares  the  great  tradition 
of  PC  sports.  It  was  built  in  1928  through  a 
gift  by  Clinton  industrialist  W.  J.  Bailey  as  a

memorial  to  his  son,  William  Cyrus  Bailey 
of  PC's  class  of  1908.  It  was  rededicated  on 
its  50th  anniversary  in  1978,  when  the  Bai- 
ley Foundation  added  an  electronic  score- 
board. 

For  30  consecutive  years,  this  facility 
hosted  large  crowds  at  the  annual  South 
Carolina  Intercollegiate  Track   and   Field 


Meet,  one  of  the  state's  most  popular 
springtime  events  known  as  the  Little  Olym- 
pics. And  its  athletic  field  has  been  the  scene 
of  Blue  Hose  football  success  for  58  years 
now.  Because  Bailey  Memorial  Stadium 
served  so  well  in  the  past,  PC  welcomes 
these  improvements  that  will  extend  its 
usefulness. 


The  revival  of  PC's  oldest  sports  tradition 


Springtime  will  take  on  a  more  natural 
campus  look  for  PC  oldtimers  with  the 
return  of  baseball  to  the  sports  menu. 

It  will  be  a  club  sport  at  first,  but  Athletic 
Director  Cally  Gault  assures  that  full  var- 
sity participation  will  follow  in  the  near 
future.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  he  plans  to  man- 
age the  club  program  during  its  develop- 
mental stage. 

"We  need  to  get  back  into  this  popular 
sport,"  Gault  said.  "There  is  growing 
demand  for  baseball  among  present  stu- 
dents and  prospective  students." 

Baseball  tradition  at  PC  dates  back  to  its 
establishment  as  the  first  organized  sport 
here  back  in  the  1890's — when  one  profes- 
sor joined  the  students  on  the  intercollegiate 
team.  Over  the  years,  PC  teams  produced 
several  major  league  players,  including 
league-leading  shortstop  Chick  Galloway 
'19  of  the  old  Philadelphia  Athletics  and 
pitcher  Lou  Brissie  '45  of  the  Athletics  and 
Boston  Red  Sox. 

Galloway  coached  the  PC  team  to  some 
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great  seasons  during  the  1930's  and  40's.  His 
1937  team  won  the  state  championship 
hotly  contested  with  Carolina  and  Clemson, 
and  he  even  arranged  for  the  Philadelphia 
Athletics  to  stop  by  the  campus  for  an  exhi- 
bition game  against  the  Blue  Hose  enroute 
back  North  from  their  spring  training  camp 
in  Florida. 

Baseball  faded  from  the  scene  here  in 
1969,  the  victim  of  diminished  student 
interest,  a  new  athletic  conference  affilia- 
tion, elimination  of  aid  grants  and  early 
graduation  dates.

Strong  recruiting  efforts

Coach  Ralph  Poison  conveys  his  soccer 
excitement  in  these  words  as  he  points  to 
the  fall  season  for  this  youngest  of  Blue 
Hose  men's  sports.  It's  a  program  rising 
fast — and  1986  could  be  the  best  yet. 

Leading  the  crop  of  freshman  recruits  are 
sweeper  Allan  McRoberts,  a  talented  Scot- 
tish player;  and  Peter  Cox,  two-time  South 
Carolina  high  school  "player-of-the-year." 

They  and  five  other  likely  newcomers  will 
compete  for  starting  positions  with  some 
experienced  lettermen  who  helped  to  carry 
PC  into  the  NAIA  District  Six  Tournament 
last  year.  Seniors  John  Harrell  and  David 
Hanlon  serve  as  co-captains.  Harrell,  a 
three-year  starter  at  defender,  was  named  to 
the  all-district  team  in  '85.  Hanlon  hopes  to 
rebound  from  injuries  to  the  form  that 
made  him  the  team's  top  scorer  his  fresh- 
man year.

As  a  final  echo  of  spring  tennis  play,  the 
Blue  Hose  under  Coach  Bobby  McKee  tied 
for  tenth  with  Oklahoma  City  University  in 
the  NAIA  Men's  Ntional  Championships 
last  May. 

Unseeded  PC  freshman  Shawn  Holland 
turned  in  the  tournament's  most  stunning 
performance  by  upsetting  two  seeded  play- 
ers enroute  to  the  quarter-finals.  And  this 
play  qualified  him  for  selection  to  the  NAIA

e  now  have  in  place  at 
Presbyterian  College 
a  strong  administra- 
tive team  with  the  balance  and  profes- 
sionalism to  meet  the  challenging  years 
ahead." 

The  words  belong  to  President  Ken 
Orr,  who  has  developed  the  manage- 
ment structure  here  to  provide  this  col- 
lege with  an  effective  organization  that 
helps  ensure  the  primary  mission  of 
quality  education. 

Certainly,  PC  has  made  notable  prog- 
ress during  the  seven  years  of  his  lead- 
ership in  terms  of  operating  efficiency, 
accountability,  financial  stability  and 
broader  recognition.  This  progress  is 
reflected  administratively  in  the  cam- 
pus plant  and  program  ...  in  mounting 
support  by  alumni  and  friends .  . .  and 
in  record  applications. 

Changes  in  procedures  and  personnel 
have  brought  new  people  and  new 
responsibilities  into  the  Presbyterian 
College  administration  in  recent  years. 
This  report  presents  a  quick  review  in 
an  effort  to  answer  questions  on  the 
general  operation. 

As  chief  executive  officer  of  the  col- 
lege, Dr.  Orr  is  empowered  by  the 
board  of  trustees  to  "exercise  general 
supervision,  management  and  adminis- 
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tration  over  all  of  its  affairs." 

Seven  other  college  officers  also  are 
elected  by  the  trustees,  with  specific 
duties  specified  in  the  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege Bylaws.  They  report  directly  to  the 
president  and  serve  as  advisers  to  the 
permanent  committees  of  the  board. 
These  officers  are  joined  on  the  adminis- 
trative team  by  17  presidentially  ap- 
pointed directors,  who  assist  the  officers 
in  carrying  out  their  responsibilities. 

The  Orr  administration  utilizes  a 
management-by-objectives  type  of  ap- 
proach, with  emphasis  on  planning  and 
evaluation  as  well  as  execution. 

For  example,  the  25-member  adminis- 
trative team  meets  annually  in  a  two- 
day,  off-campus  conference  at  the  close 
of  each  academic  year  to  assess  the 
preceding  session  and  to  plan  for  the 
year  ahead. 

They  also  assemble  regularly  on 
campus  for  more  detailed  planning, 
coordination  and  communication.  The 
schedule  calls  for  the  entire  group  get- 
ting together  monthly  throughout  the 
year  and  the  officers  meeting  weekly  in 
more  detailed  sessions. 

Out  of  these  meetings  come  overall 
administrative  objectives  and  the  goals 
of  each  individual  department  as  a 
means  of  keeping  efforts  concentrated 
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Director/Springs 
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on  the  main  areas  of  concern.  Ulti- 
mately, each  officer  reports  to  the 
board  of  trustees.  It  is  not  an  over- 
whelming procedure  but  rather  a  sim- 
ple approach  to  unified  operations. 

The  work  touches  all  areas  of  the  col- 
lege enterprise.  Here  is  the  current  PC 
lineup  of  officers  and  directors  who 
carry  out  the  responsibilities  designated 
for  each  office. 


Bill  Moncrief 

Vice  President 
Acaderttic  Affairs 


Dr.  Bill  Moncrief  arrived  on  July  1 
to  begin  his  new  duties  as  vice  president 
for  academic  affairs  and  dean  of  the 
faculty.  A  Phi  Beta  Kappa  graduate  of 
Emory  University,  with  chemistry  PhD 
from  Harvard,  he  taught  at  Emory 
before  spending  the  last  ten  years  as 
head  of  Emory's  Oxford  College. 

His  office  is  responsible  for  the  edu- 
cational program  of  the  college  as  it 
relates  to  both  faculty  and  students. 
The  responsibilities  primarily  include 
instructional  activities,  selection  and 
promotion  of  teachers,  course  improve- 
ment and  maintenance  of  high  stan- 
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dards,  and  the  encouragement  of  schol- 
arly activity  on  the  part  of  faculty  and 
students.  He  holds  faculty  rank  as  a  full 
professor. 

Two  directors  are  under  this  office: 
Dr.  Lennart  Pearson — now  in  his 
18th  year  as  director  of  the  library — 
joined  the  staff  in  1968  from  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in  Virginia,  where 
he  served  the  library  there  and  earned 
his  DMin  degree.  He  holds  a  ThM 
from  Union  as  well  as  BA  from  Whea- 
ton  College  and  library  degree  from  the 
University  of  North  Carolina.  He  also 
is  a  professor  of  religion. 

Mrs.  Myra  Pitts  Templeton  is  now  in 
her  third  year  as  director  of  records 
(including  oversight  of  the  registrar's 
office)  while  continuing  some  previous 
duties  as  administrative  assistant.  She 
holds  a  BS  degree  from  Winthrop. 


Skip  Zubrod 

Business  Manager 
and  Treasurer 


George  (Skip)  Zubrod  became  busi- 
ness manager  and  treasurer  in  1984 
after  serving  as  business  manager  of 
Allegheny  College  (Pa.)  the  previous 


five  years  and  before  that  eight  years  as 
director  of  auxiliary  services  at  Frost- 
burg  State  College  (Md.).  Both  his  BS 
and  MEd  degrees  are  from  Shippens- 
burg  University  in  Pennsylvania. 

The  many  duties  of  the  business 
manager  and  treasurer  are  best  summed 
up  in  the  bylaws  statement  that  he 
"shall  be  the  chief  fiscal  officer  of  the 
college,  responsible  for  its  funds  and 
properties."  Some  of  the  duties  include 
receipt  and  disbursement  of  funds, 
record-keeping  and  supervision  of  bank 
accounts,  budget  preparation  and  over- 
sight of  the  physical  plant. 

Four  directors  assist  Zubrod: 

Alumnus  Ed  Young  75  arrived  in 
1983  to  be  controller  here  after  eight 
years  with  accounting  firms.  In  addi- 
tion to  his  PC  degree,  he  is  a  certified 
public  accountant. 

Vernon  Powell  continues  to  direct 
the  food  services  in  the  style  he  has 
maintained  here  since  1947  (with  1960- 
77  intermission  for  other  activities). 
During  World  War  II  service  before 
coming  to  PC,  he  presided  over  the 
food  at  officers'  mess. 

When  the  college  employed  Service- 
Master Corp.  last  spring  to  oversee 
campus  maintenance  operations,  Wil- 
liam  Hopka  came  as  physical  plant 


director.  He  brought  with  him  17  years 
of  experience  with  ServiceMaster. 

Clyde  Smith  now  has  six  years  as 
director  of  the  college  store  after  mer- 
chandising experience  with  Belk  Stores 
of  Clinton.

College  Relations 


Veteran  among  the  officers  is  alum- 
nus Ben  Hay  Hammet  '43,  vice  presi- 
dent for  college  relations,  who  arrived 
here  in  1949  after  two  years  as  bureau 
chief  and  feature  writer  with  Interna^ 
tional  News  Service  (now  United  Press 
International).  He  holds  degrees  from 
PC  and  the  University  of  Missouri 
School  of  Journalism,  with  additional 
graduate  work  at  Columbia  University. 

The  bylaws  include  among  his  duties 
the  direction  of  the  programs  involving 
alumni,  publications,  information  ser- 
vices, public  relations  and  the  annual 
fund's  living  endowment — plus  coopera- 
tion with  admissions  and  development.

Earlier, 
he  served  for  four  years  as  assistant 
dean  and  director  of  development  at 
the  Vanderbilt  University  divinity 
school,  where  he  earned  his  masters 
degree  and  now  works  toward  a  PhD.

His  responsibilities  involve  capital 
fund-raising,  deferred  gifts,  church  rela- 
tions, corporate  and  foundation  rela- 
tions, coordination  of  long-range  fiscal 
plans  and  interpretation  of  the  college.

Here,  she  gives  general  oversight  to  and 
coordinates  extensive  programs  of  stu- 
dent recruitment  and  financial  assis- 
tance. Earlier,  she  was  assistant  director 
of  admissions  at  Winthrop  College, 
where  she  earned  two  degrees. 

With  the  change  in  this  office,  Mrs. 
Judi  Flowers  Gillespie  became  the 
director  of  financial  aid  after  having 
served  as  associate  director  since  1983. 
Her  BA  degree  is  from  Guilford  College. 

Three  other  directors 

All  of  the  directors  mentioned  so  far 
operate  under  the  officers  as  specified. 
In  addition  to  these  individuals,  three 
other  directors  report  directly  to  the 
president.  They  are: 

Alumnus  Morris  Galloway  78  moved 
last  spring  into  the  newly  created  posi- 
tion of  director  of  administrative  servi- 
ces and  assistant  to  the  president.  He 
continues  as  director  of  campus  com- 
puter operations.  After  receiving  his  BS 
here,  he  earned  an  MS  degree  at  the 
University  of  Virginia  and  then  returned 
to  join  the  PC  staff  five  years  ago. 

The  athletic  program  is  represented 
on  the  administrative  team  by  alumnus 
Cally  Gault  '48,  who  concentrates  on 
being  athletic  director  after  retiring  as 
head  football  coach  in  1984.  He  re- 
turned to  the  PC  sports  scene  in  1963, 
handling  both  assignments  for  22  years. 

Now  serving  as  college  chaplain, 
Greg  Henley  joined  the  staff  here  in 
1984  from  his  ministry  with  the  Fair- 
field Presbyterian  Church  of  Lexing- 
ton, Va.  He  holds  the  BA  degree  from 
Elon  College  and  masters  of  divinity 
and  theology  from  Princeton  Seminary. 


Much  of  the  administrative 
work  centers  here  in  Smith 
Administration  Building, 
at  the  campus  entrance. 
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Marc  Weersing  led  Presbyterian  College  successfully  through  16  years 
as  eventful  as  any  in  its  history.  They  were  marked  by  great  progress, 
full  coeducation,  racial  integration  and  the  era  of  student  unrest. 


A  man  of  style  and  eloquence 
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Marc  C.  Weersing  touched  Presbyterian  College  in  a 
special  kind  of  way  during  his  16  eventful  years  as 
president.  His  death  on  June  28,  1986,  after  an  extended 
illness,  gave  the  campus  pause  to  appreciate  once  more  the 
breadth  of  his  service  to  this  institution.  He  was  72,  in  his 
seventh  year  as  president-emeritus. 

Dr.  Weersing  became  president  in  1963  and  held  office 
here  until  his  retirement  at  age  65  in  1979.  During  this 
tenure,  he  led  the  college  through  one  of  its  greatest  periods 
of  development — bringing  growth,  stability  and  expanded 
influence.  He  handled  his  office  with  a  degree  of  style  and 
eloquence  that  strengthened  church  relationships  and  united 
many  constituencies  behind  the  college. 

Total  assets  increased  almost  400  percent,  from  $2.7 
million  to  $13.3  million.  Endowment  rose  from  $1.3  million 
to  $6.5  million,  even  as  the  primary  fund-raising  emphasis 
went  to  the  addition  of  eight  major  new  buildings. 

They  transformed  the  PC  landscape:  Greenville  Dining 
Hall  and  Clinton  Hall  dormitory  in  1965;  Richardson  Hall 
of  Science  in  1966;  Georgia  Hall  dormitory  in  1967;  Rey- 
nolds Infirmary  in  1971;  Thomason  Library  in  1974;  and 
both  Templeton  Physical  Education  Center  and  Belk  Hall 
dormitory  in  1975. 

The  size  of  the  faculty  increased  to  teach  a  student  body 
that  almost  doubled  to  896  during  this  period.  The  aca- 
demic program  was  enriched  and  expanded. 

Racial  integration,  just  beginning  to  come  to  Southern 
colleges  as  the  Weersing  administration  got  underway,  had 
a  smooth  transition  here.  Later,  as  the  Vietnam  War  frus- 
trations brought  near-anarchy  to  some  campuses,  PC  wea- 
thered with  equanimity  those  troubled  years  of  student 
unrest. 

Of  all  of  his  accomplishments.  Marc  Weersing  consid- 
ered the  success  of  full  coeducation  to  be  the  high  mark  of 
his  presidency.  Women  previously  had  attended  Presbyte- 
rian in  limited  numbers  as  day  students.  Then  in  1965, 
Clinton  Hall  opened  as  the  first  women's  dormitory,  and 
this  residential  opportunity  was  accompanied  by  program 
additions  with  feminine  appeal. 

Dr.  Weersing  came  to  the  president's  office  after  seven 
years  on  the  PC  board  of  trustees.  At  that  time,  he  was 
senior  minister  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Spar- 
tanburg, South  Carolina's  largest  Presbyterian  congrega- 
tion. Prior  to  his  service  there  (1956-63),  he  spent  nine  years 
as   pastor  of  the  Jackson  (Miss.)   Central  Presbyterian

Church  and  had  earlier  pulpits  in  Decatur,  Ga.  (1942-47) 
and  Elberton,  Ga.  (1938-42). 

He  was  especially  active  in  youth  work  in  all  of  these 
communities.  His  leadership  was  tapped  for  service  on 
numerous  Synod  and  General  Assembly  committees,  and 
he  served  as  moderator  of  the  Synod  of  the  Southeast. 

A  native  of  Grand  Rapids,  Mich.,  Marc  Weersing 
received  his  BA  degree  from  Calvin  College  there  in  1934 
and  his  theology  degree  from  Calvin  Seminary  three  years 
later.  He  then  came  South  to  earn  his  master  of  theology 
from  Columbia  Seminary  in  Decatur,  Ga.  He  remained  in 
this  region  for  his  life's  work  as  minister-educator.  Over  the 
years,  he  was  awarded  honorary  degrees  by  Southwestern 
at  Memphis  (now  Rhodes  College),  The  Citadel  and  Pres- 
byterian College. 

PC  awarded  its  honorary  doctor  of  humanities  as  a 
closing  salute  at  Marc  Weersing's  final  Commencement  as 
president.  He  also  delivered  the  baccalaureate  sermon  on 
that  1979  occasion. 

Upon  retirement.  Dr.  Weersing  and  wife  Jean  Barry 
decided  to  remain  in  Clinton — in  a  home  just  three  blocks 
from  the  campus.  Their  marriage  of  45  years  ended  with  her 
death  in  1984.  Last  fall  he  married  Marion  Fogartie  Hill, 
who  had  been  PC's  associate  dean  of  students  from  1964  to 
1980  and  a  key  figure  in  the  transition  to  full  coeducation. 
She  survives.  Other  survivors  are  daughter  Marsha  Weer- 
sing Lyons,  son  Barry  Weersing,  two  grandchildren  and 
two  brothers. 

The  family  requested  any  memorials  be  made  to  the 
Marc  Weersing  Scholarship  Fund  at  Presbyterian  College. 
It  is  a  fitting  tribute  to  a  man  who  meant  so  much  to  this 
school.

Terms  of  enrichment 

A  maverick  spreads  the  gospel  of  no-frills  life  insurance 

(Reprinted  from  TIME.  July.  1986) 


Arthur  Williams,  44,  was  once  renowned  in  Columbus, 
.  Ga.,  for  coaching  winning  football  teams  at  Kendrick 
High  School.  Now,  15  years  after  his  retirement  from  the 
gridiron  wars,  Williams  is  building  a  nationwide  reputation 
for  racking  up  remarkable  scores  in  the  life  insurance  busi- 
ness. Last  year  his  Atlanta-based  A.  L.  Williams  General 
Agency,  which  sells  policies  that  are  underwritten  by  a  firm 
called  Massachusetts  Indemnity  and  Life  Insurance,  sold 
$65.6  billion  worth  of  coverage,  an  increase  of  71%  over 
1984.  With  that  performance,  the  ex-coach  enabled  Massa- 
chusetts Indemnity  to  replace  Prudential,  which  sold  $46.4 
billion  of  new  coverage,  as  the  world's  largest  life  insurance 
vender. 

Williams'  astonishing  success  in  an  $820  billion-a-year 
industry  stems  from  a  fervent,  evangelistic  selling  style  with 
a  single-minded  concentration  on  one  product:  inexpensive 
term  insurance.  This  kind  of  no-frills  policy  makes  a  payout 
only  when  the  insured  dies.  For  that  reason,  term-insurance 
premiums  may  be  only  20%  of  what  customers  pay  for  the 
more  common  whole-life  and  universal-life  policies,  which 
still  make  up  about  89%  of  the  U.S.  market.  These  more 
expensive  forms  of  coverage  offer  policyholders  a  so-called 
cash  value  that  increases  over  the  years  and  can  be  pulled 
out  at  any  time.  Whole-life  and  universal-life  policies  thus 
give  people  a  way  to  invest  for  the  future,  but  Williams 
argues  that  they  should  buy  a  cheap  term  policy  and  invest 
the  money  they  save  on  premiums  in  a  mutual  fund. 

Williams  hammers  home  the  gospel  of  term  insurance 
through  a  door-to-door  sales  force  of  140,000  spread  across 
49  states  and  Canada.  The  sellers  are  linked  by  a  $5  million 
private  satellite  TV  network,  over  which  the  stocky,  balding 
Williams  delivers  daily  pep  talks.  Nearly  all  of  the 
employees  are  part-timers,  and  many  hold  other  jobs,  as 
teachers,  firemen  and  even  mayors.  He  claims  that  by  using 
part-time  agents  his  company  spends  75%  less  than  com- 


petitors on  everything  from  desks  and  chairs  to  phones  and 
plants. 

The  Atlanta  supersalesman  became  a  believer  in  term 
insurance  because  of  a  bitter  personal  experience.  During 
his  junior  year  at  Mississippi  State  College,  his  father  died 
of  a  heart  attack  at  48.  Two  small  whole-life  policies  left  his 
mother  barely  enough  to  get  by  on,  and  Williams  had  to 
struggle  to  support  her.  For  the  same  premiums,  he  later 
discovered,  the  family  could  have  had  more  coverage  by 
buying  term  insurance.  After  learning  the  business  in  three 
years  of  selling  term  door  to  door  for  the  ITT  Financial 
Services  Group,  Williams  started  his  own  company  in  1977. 

Critics  charge  that  Williams'  sales  force  encourages 
clients  to  transfer  money  from  existing  insurance  into  term 
policies,  wasting  their  original  investments.  Harold  Leff,  a 
vice  president  at  competitor  Metropolitan  Life,  contends 
that  people  who  buy  cheap  term  insurance  often  do  not  use 
the  money  saved  from  low  premiums  to  start  investment 
programs. 

Nonetheless,  more  and  more  people  seem  convinced 
that  term  insurance  offers  the  most  protection  for  the  least 
money.  Williams  expects  the  amount  of  new  coverage  that 
he  sells  this  year  to  surge  by  38%,  to  $90  billion,  and  he 
predicts  $120  billion  for  1987.  He  boasts,  "We  are  positi- 
oned to  dominate  the  largest  industry  in  America  for  the 
next  20  to  25  years."  At  the  rate  he  is  going,  that  may  not  be 
much  of  an  exaggeration.  — By  Gordon  M.  Henry.

Closes  career  as  distinguished  medical  educator 


One  of  the  South's  outstanding  medical  educators, 
Dr.  Frank  R.  Johnston  '38  stepped  down  this  summer 
as  professor  of  surgery  at  the  Bowman  Gray  School  of 
Medicine  of  Wake  Forest  University.

Bill  Dudley  '53: 

A  decade  heading  S.C.  TEC  system 


After  ten  years  as  head  of  South  Carolina's  highly  touted  technical  educa- 
tion system,  G.  William  (Bill)  Dudley  '53  retired  in  June  as  the  system 
marked  its  25th  anniversary. 

Officially,  his  title  was  executive  director  of  the  State  Board  for  Tech- 
nical and  Comprehensive  Education.  In  this  capacity,  the  PC  alumnus 
gave  overall  direction  to  the  16  technical  colleges  operating  throughout  the 
state  with  training  programs  available  to  business  and  industry.  The  job 
paid  $66,000  per  year. 

The  TEC  system  was  created  in  1961  to  strengthen  and  diversify  a  state 
economy  rooted  in  agriculture  and  textiles.  As  its  budget  grew  from  the 
initial  $250,000  appropriation  to  currently  more  than  $116  million,  the 
program  drew  wide  praise  as  a  sound  investment  and  became  a  model 
nationwide.  TEC  enrollment  has  climbed  from  475  in  1961-62  to  6,331  in 
1984-85.  And  overall,  this  system  has  trained  more  than  95,800  people  for 
jobs  in  805  plants  over  the  years.  It  has  attracted  many  companies  and 
hundreds  of  jobs  to  South  Carolina. 

Some  of  the  best  years  were  under  Bill  Dudley,  who  earned  his  BA 
degree  in  economics  at  Presbyterian  College  in  1953.  He  had  joined  the 
system  as  an  administrator  in  1963  and  was  elevated  to  executive  director 
in  1976  at  a  critical  time  in  the  system's  history.

Auburn  designates  Curtis  Lindner 
for  distinguished  professorship 


When  Auburn  University  last  fall  cited  three  of  its  experienced  faculty 
members  for  the  special  distinction  of  Alumni  Professorships,  it  spotlighted 
PC  alumnus  Charles  Curtis  Lindner  '60  among  the  group.

hat's  possibly  new  on  Watergate? 

After  more  than  150  volumes  probing  every  aspect  of 
the  Nixon  disaster,  the  latest  book  came  off  the  press  this 
summer  endeavoring  to  examine  the  spiritual  dimension 
and  implications  that  created  America's  biggest  political 
scandal. 

It's  the  work  of  alumnus  Harry  S.  Dent  '51. 

The  title  reads  COVER  UP:  The  Watergate  in  All  of  Us, 
with  a  jacket  sub-title  stating  "An  insider  looks  at  the  spir- 
itual odyssey  of  the  men  behind  President  Nixon."  Dent 
says  his  book  is  the  first  one  to  probe  the  spiritual  implica- 
tions of  the  scandal  and  to  weigh  the  religious  fallout  of 
Watergate  on  its  key  participants. 

He  writes  from  close  perspective.  As  Special  Counsel  to 
President  Richard  Nixon  from  1968  to  1972,  Harry  Dent 
was  an  eyewitness  to — although  not  a  participant  in — the 
Watergate  debacle  that  engulfed  many  of  his  friends.  He 
knew  the  torment  of  investigations.  He  observed  how  the 
unraveling  story  affected  Nixon's  key  advisors  and  their 
families.  More  recently,  in  researching  the  book,  he  con- 
ducted personal  interviews  with  all  of  the  living  major 
actors  in  that  nightmare  drama.  (All,  that  is,  except  Nixon, 
who  refused  an  interview  upon  learning  that  Dent  was  pre- 
paring a  moral  analysis  of  the  events.) 

His  book  provides  some  interesting  insights  into  the 
events  of  14  years  ago.  At  the  same  time.  Dent  utilizes  his 
recent  interviews  to  bring  the  reader  up-to-date  on  where 
each  man  is  now —  professionally,  emotionally  and  spiritu- 
ally. And  he  endeavors  to  shed  light  on  the  big  unanswered 
question:  Why? 

In  writing  a  theological  book  about  Watergate,  Harry 
Dent  examines  and  places  the  actions  and  lessons  of 
Watergate  alongside  the  teachings  of  the  Bible  and  God's 
overall  Master  Plan.  "The  Watergate  in  all  of  us,"  he  said, 
"means  man's  nature  and  disposition  to  do  his  own  thing, 
regardless  of  the  will  of  anyone  else,  God  included.  And,  of 
course,  when  we  transgress  either  man's  or  God's  law  we 
innately  tend  to  cover  up  or  'stonewall'  out  of  a  sense  of 
guilt  and  fear."  He  said  the  story  of  Watergate  is  a  replay — 
thousands  of  years  later — of  the  Garden  of  Eden  and  man's 
sinful  fall. 

In  addition  to  his  political  background.  Dent  writes 
from  his  more  recent  commitment  as  one  of  America's  best- 
known  lay  evangelists.  He  and  wife  Betty  form  a  Christian 
ministry  team  known  as  "Laity:  Alive  &  Serving."  They 
travel  throughout  the  country  for  appearances  in  hundreds 
of  churches,  in  homes,  prisons  and  civic  clubs.  His  self- 
published  book  (1983)  entitled  A  Layman  Looks  through 
the  Bible  for  God's  Will  is  now  in  its  third  printing.

Dent  writes  on  Watergate 


energy  that  made  him  student  body  vice  president  and  edi- 
tor of  all  three  student  publications  enroute  to  his  BA 
degree  with  honors  at  Presbyterian  College.  The  "drive" 
carried  him  to  Washington  as  a  newsman,  then  into  Sena- 
tor Strom  Thurmond's  office  as  top  legislative  aide  and 
finally  into  the  White  House  as  Nixon's  political  aide. 

Along  the  way,  Dent  earned  two  law  degrees  from 
George  Washington  University.  And  he  wrote  a  political 
book  in  1977,  The  Prodigal  South  Returns  to  Power,  based 
on  his  work  with  President  Ford  as  well  as  Nixon. 

Despite  the  hard-nosed  polictics,  Harry  Dent  remained 
rooted  in  his  Southern  Baptist  background.  He  presided 
over  the  White  House  "prayer  breakfasts."  A  profile  in 
r/M£  magazine  once  described  him  as  "a  man  who  doesn't 
drink,  smoke,  cuss  or  chew,  and  who  chases  only  one 
woman:  his  wife." 

So  it  was  not  completely  out  of  character  when  he 
underwent  a  total  "conversion"  five  years  ago  and  gave  up 
his  Columbia,  S.  C,  law  practice  for  full-time  Christian 
service.  After  a  year's  study  at  Columbia  Graduate  School 
of  Bible  and  Missions,  he  became  director  of  the  Billy 
Graham  Lay  Center  in  North  Carolina.  Then,  in  early  1985, 
he  and  Betty  established  their  Columbia-based  ministry  to 
encourage  greater  church  participation  by  the  laity. 

Dent  continues  a  close  relationship  with  Billy  Graham 
and  is  now  busily  engaged  in  plans  as  chairman  of  the 
South  Carolina  Billy  Graham  Crusade  scheduled  for 
Columbia  next  April.  Interestingly  enough,  his  co-leader 
on  the  crusade  preparations  is  former  Democratic  Gov. 
Robert  E.  McNair — a  longtime  political  foe  dating  back  to 
Dent's  tenure  as  Republican  state  chairman. 

Of  this  "miracle"  Harry  laughs:  "We  agree  with  Bob's 
comment  at  the  crusade  announcement  luncheon  that  'only 
an  act  of  God  could  have  brought  Bob  McNair  and  Harry 
Dent  together.'" 

Back  to  COVER  UP,  the  book  has  received  media 
attention  leading  up  to  its  August  1  publication  date  by 
Here's  Life  Publishers  of  San  Bernardino,  Calif.  Particular 
interest  focuses  on  the  "news"  items  Dent  includes.  For 
example,  Nixon's  planning  with  Dent  to  get  son-in-law 
David  Eisenhower  elected  to  the  White  House,  the  reports 
of  Nixon's  deep  personal  insecurity  and  obsession  with  his 
"enemies,"  and  John  Dean's  claim  that  he  was  a  scapegoat. 

In  his  preface,  Harry  Dent  wrote: 

"I  am  not  sure  that  we  have  learned  much  from  the 
history  lessons  available  to  us  in  Watergate.  There  has  been 
little  real  change  in  political,  corporate,  social  or  individual 
behavior  in  our  nation.  While  the  Congress  has  passed 
some  laws  to  prevent  Watergates  in  the  future,  there  is  now 
a  cry  to  repeal  some  of  those  laws.  In  many  cases,  they 
are  either  working  too  well  and  thus  becoming  too  restric- 
tive or  they  are  prompting  more  ingenious  means  of 
circumvention." 
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Mike  LeFever  '69: 

New  director  of  South  Carolina  agency 

"a  K  ike  LeFever  is  one  of  the  top  administrators  in  state  government  today. 
1.VX   He  has  a  very  bright  future." 

The  high  praise  comes  from  Governor  Richard  W.  Riley,  who  heartily 
endorsed  the  appointment  of  this  1969  Presbyterian  College  graduate  to  be 
executive  director  of  the  South  Carohna  Workers'  Compensation  Commission. 
LeFever  began  his  new  work  on  June  2.  The  position  consolidates  several 
existing  responsibilities  designed  to  make  the  Commission  more  responsive  to 
the  many  needs  of  citizens  experiencing  work-related  injuries. 

Formerly  known  as  the  S.  C.  Industrial  Commission,  it  is  responsible  for 
administering  the  Workers'  Compensation  Act.  More  than  one  million  of 
South  Carolina's  employees  and  more  than  50,000  employers  come  under  this 
act  which  last  year  saw  more  than  100,000  accident  cases  filed  with  the 
Commission. 

In  announcing  the  new  appointment.  Commission  Chairman  James  J. 
Reid  said:  "The  Workers'  Compensation  Commission  is  pleased  that  Mr. 
LeFever  has  accepted  our  offer  to  serve  as  executive  director.  We  are  confident 
that  with  his  proven  abilities,  experience  and  integrity,  he  is  uniquely 
qualified— and  able— to  help  lead  the  Commission's  reorganizational  efforts." 

Mike  LeFever  had  served  so  effectively  in  other  management  positions  of 
the  state  government  that  he  was  cited  in  1984  by  Governor  Riley  as  one  of 
South  Carolina's  outstanding  state  agency  managers.  For  example,  prior  to 
moving  into  the  Workers'  Compensation  Commission  job,  he  spent  four  years 
as  deputy  commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Youth  Services.  That  responsibil- 
ity called  for  the  daily  management  of  the  agency's  five  major  divisions:  juvenile 
correctional  institutions,  court  and  community  programs,  administration,  edu- 
cation and  treatment. 

An  English  major  honor  graduate  from  PC,  Mike  went  on  to  acquire  his 
MA  degree  in  English  from  the  University  of  Arkansas  and  then  his  masters  in 
public  administration  from  the  University  of  South  Carolina.  He  entered  state 
government  service  in  1977  as  deputy  director  of  the  S.  C.  Department  of 
Juvenile  Placement  and  Aftercare.  He  became  its  director  four  years  later  and 
helped  merge  this  agency  with  Youth  Services  in  an  overall  consolidation  move. 

The  Presbyterian  College  Alumni  Association  recognized  Mike  LeFever's 
talents  early  by  selecting  him  to  receive  the  1981  Outstanding  Young  Alumnus 
Award. 
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
